a qneetien tbat often arises In tbe 
mind of tbe writer. 


Not tbat be Is without confidence io 


tbe intelligence of tbe people or in 
their ability to meet tbe demands 
there ar?, and will be opon them ID 
•atlers of self government in Ibe fn 
tore. Tbe qoeetton bas its origin in tbe 
•anifest carelessness tbere is on their 
part everywhere. 
They have not to 


tbe present shown any aptitude in 
a community sense to meet new con- 
ditions that continue to present new 
pb<* *s tbat require public attention. 


These new conditions and phases 


bad tbeir origin aad became active, in 
tbe last century and will oontinne to 
become more active in tbe nineteenth 
eentury as eansee and inducements io 
eriase to iofloeuee combination and 
centralization of business effort to se- 
cure money. Tbe following appeared 
In ^n article poblisbed in Sonday 
morninc's JOUBNJL: "There will be io 
tbe future, governments within a gov- 
ern meat and conditions that will more 
than e«oal tbe powers of State* witbio 
a State witboat let or hindrance as 
combinations are progressing in tbe 
great Republic." 


Tbe writer need the laugnage in the 


paragraph quoted 
as a result of a 


thought which came to bis mind ID 
connection witb an attempt to create 
• government witbln tbe national gov- 
ernment of France wbicb bad its be- 
ginning after the deatb of Heury IV, 
and Juriog the regency of Mary De 
Medici or in the early part of tbe 
reign o« Louis XIII. Tbe Protestanu 
became dissatisfied over renl or im- 
aginary wrongs and organizjj a gov- 
ernment witbln tbe realm of France 
whiob was suppressed as was proper 
it should be in tbe interests of civil gov- 
ernment, siob as Jit was at tbat time in 
Europe. It i* said hUiory repeats It- 
self, which will explain tbe theory 
there te s:Dnsct«4 with niviotf ta* 
facts tbat occurred iu Fiauee con- 
nected witb a double government, or a 
government witbln a government. 


When tbere is a strong political or 


other pressure tbere is unrest, and ef- 
fort le made to impress tbe will oi 
those who are restless upon the com- 
monlty, state or nation where it ex 
ieta in »ucb a way as will secure the 
deeire of the dissatisfied portion of 
tbe people. Tbere is no effort at pres- 
ent by combined capital to procure 
for Itself any independent position or 
lights apart from the general course of 
government, as it controls and directs 
government in all of ite departments. 


The inly effort tbat hae teen rand* 


to tbe pretett by capital to control iu 
Ibe future Is Included In attempts 
mad* to change the form of govern- 
ment from « simple democracy to an 
aristocracy, alter tbe manner of gov- 
ineut sought by Hamilton In opposi 
tlon to the form represented by Jeffer- 
son. The tffon will be continued by 
capital till It la stcored, or nil govern- 
meu*. is again directed by tbe people 
io their interest, which can only be 
throogb a democratic form such as it 
reeeiTsd from men ol tbe revolution.
